Manila, May lo.—Fierce fighting has 
been going on the past two weeks on 
the island of Jolo between the outlaw 
Moro chief, Paia, with 600 well armed 
followers and troops under the per­ 
sonal 
command 
of Major 
General 
Leonard Wood. 
Pala’s losses thus far 
are 300 killed, while those of General 
Wood are seven killed and nineteen 
wounded. 
Paia and his remaining fol­ 
lowers, in accordance with Moro tradi­ 
tion, prefer death to capture. 
General Wood, 
with detachments 
from the Fourteenth cavalry, the Sev­ 
enteenth, Twenty-second, Twenty-third 
infantry and constabulary scouts, bas 
driven Paia and his followers into a 
swamp, which has been surrounded. 
Paia was a noted slave trader and 
warrior when the Americans occupied 
the islands. 
Later he escaped with 
his followers to the island of Pula Se- 
kar, near Borneo. 
One of Pala’s lead­ 
ers deserted and took 
refuge in the 
Eritish 
settlement at 
I^ahad. 
Paia, 
discovering his 
whereabouts, landed 
with a following and demanded of the 
British magistrate that he turn the de­ 
serter over to him. 
The demand was 
not complied with and Paia ordered a 
massacre. 
Twenty-flve 
persons, 
in­ 
cluding several British, 
were killed. 
Paia escaped to the island of Jolo and 
organized the present uprising.

New Law Goes into Effect Relative to Tax 


Sales of Real Estate and Provides 


for Titles.

The first mechanical process in the 
manufacture of a portage stamp Is the 
cutting, or engraving, of tho die. 
I bis 
is a piece of steel of the finest quality, 
on the polished surface of which a man 
slowly and patiently cuts, line by line, 
the portrait or other emblem which 
has been adopted for this particular 
stump. A steel engraving is what is 
called an incised plate-—that is. every 
line which is to show in the finished 
print is cut into the surface instead of 
being left in relief, as in woo I engrav­ 
ing. 
Tho die which the engraver etxs is a 
“negative;” in other words, a reversal 
of the design which the stamp will 
show. The reason for this soon be­ 
comes apparent. 
When the die is finished and proofs 
show It to be satisfactory it is hard­ 
ened and fixed in the bed of a powerful 
press. Over it is then passed a steel 
roller, the circumference of which is 
several times, perhaps four times, the 
diameter of the die. Immense pressure 
Is applied, so that every line on the 
surface of tho die Is impressed upon 
the surface of the roller as many times 
as the circumference of the roller is 
larger than the area of the die. In this 
! way four perfect copies of the die are 
! reproduced on the roller, but reversed. 
Each of these impressions is a “posi­ 
tive.” 
This roller Is now hardened in turn 
In order that it may transmit the im- 
i pressions once more, this time to the 
! plate from which tile actual printing 


I is to be made. 
This plate is also of 
I steel. 
The size is sufficient to print a 
; whole sheet of stamps—from 200 to 300 
I —at a single impression. 
Into the surface of this plate the im­ 
pression on the roller is forced by great 
pressure, once for each stamp in the 
subsequent sheet, and then the plate 
is hardened. 
These impressions are 
negatives, so that the prints from them 
—the stamps themselves—will be posi­ 
tives. 
The reason for all this preliminary 
work is most interesting. 
In the first 
place, printing could not be done from 
a single die because of the vast quan­ 
tities of stamps required. 
In the sec­ 
ond place, it could not be done from 
the roller, because on that the lines are 
in relief Instead of being Incised, and 
in the third place, it would not be 
feasible to have several dies or a large 
number of them engraved, both be­ 
cause the expense would be prohibi­ 
tive and because no two would then be 
absolutely alike. 
The present system 
makes it certain that every stamp of 
a certain lot is exactly like every oth­ 
er of the same lot—a great safeguard 
against counterfeiting. 
When three printing plates have been 
made they are all fastened to the bed 
of a special printing press. 
When the 
machinery is started the first plate is 
Inked, then automatically wiped until 
It is like a mirror. The wiping removes 
all the ink except what clings in the 
lines of the 200 duplicate engravings 
which dot the surface. 
Over the plate is laid a sheet of 
dampened paper, the plate is slightly 
warmed in order to permit the ink to 
swell, and heavy pressure is applied 
Meanwhile the second plate is receiv­ 
ing its Ink, and then the third comes 
into play, so that, although all three 
are on tile same press, each is at a 
given moment undergoing a different 
process from either of tile other two. 
This has wrought a great saving of 
time over the old process of printing 
by hand. When the printed sheets are 
dry they go to the gumming machine, 
In which they pass between a dry 
roller on one side and one moistened 
with mucilage on the other. 
From 
these rollers they nre cast out, wet 
side lip, upon an endless web, wrhich 
carries them through a steam heated 
box. 
They come out dry, ready for tho 
perforations, which permit them to be 
torn apart easily. These nre very easl 
ly made by passing the sheets between 
o ne’cylinder studded with steel pins 
and another perforated with holes to 
match the pins. The two together act 
like the Jaws of a conductor’s punch. 
The last process is pressing the sheets 
by hydraulic power to counteract the 
tendency to curl, which is imparted by 
the mucilage. 
The printing of stamps, like the print­ 
ing of gold and silver certificates and 
bank notes, is subject to the most care­ 
ful and constant inspection. 
Every sheet of paper is counted be­ 
fore it is delivered to the printer, and 
before lie gees home fit night he must 
return exactly the same number of 
sheets, either 
of 
perfect stamps O'* 
spoiled paper, and no “seconds” or 
samples are given away to visitors.— 
Edward Williston Front/, in Youth’s

There are a large number of new civil 
cases on the calendar this year, many of 
them very important ones, but the 
majority of the eases are ones which 
have been on the calendar for some 
time.

Some of the old Easter custom s in 
England are curiously barbaric, and 
even at tile present time tin* observ­ 
ance of this particular festival is sur­ 
rounded with more or less superstition, 
Just enough to lend to it the charm of 
mystery.

bright yellow garters, se< tire In their 
belief that they will be* en ga gee I before 
the year ends. Others give their tresses 
“a hundred strokes three times” wit Ii 
the brush while thinking intently of 
their heart's elesire. And who eloos not 
take good care to wear their new 
tilings on Easter day? 
Among tho earliest of Easter cus­ 
t o m s arc tin* following: 
At tjuccn’s college, oxford, a herring 
placid by the cook to simulate a man 
on horseback is set on a corn salad anil 
brought to tile table. This Is supposed 
to represent ii red herring riding away 
on horseback and Is the last vestige of 
tie* once popular pageants of rejoicing 
for the end of the Lenten fast. 
It was erstwhile a habit In English 
towns for the boys after the Easter 
service to run Into the street an I 
snatch the buckles from the shoes of 
the girls whom they were able to catch. 
Easter Monday, however, it was turn 
al* (iii, and the women chased the men. 
If the men refused to pay a sixpence 
or happened to wear boots the women 
tried to snatch their hats, and to re- 
cove;* a lait cost a sixpence. 
In some old towns great cakes were 
brought t > church and there divided 
among tile young people. 
A singular Easter custom was that 
of “lifting and weaving.” A man sit 
ting < aden e Iv in his homo was sur­ 
prised by tho servants and women of 
his household, who entered bearing a 
groat armchair lined with white and 
decorated with ribbons and favors. 
The man was fo r ce d to sit in the chair 
and la* lifted by the women, to each of 
whom he must give a sixpence. On a 
day iii Easter week, either Monday or 
Tuesday, the man lifted the women 
with similar attendant ceremonies. 
Edward I. was lifted in his bed by 
his ladies and maids of honor, and a 
record shows the payment made by 
him to have been some $2,000 In six­ 
pences. 
In older days in England monks at 
Easter acted plays in churches, the fa­ 
vorite subject being tile resurrection. 
Not only were these plays enacted in 
the churches on these festival days, lint 
there was dancing, particularly in tho 
French cathedrals. 
Even the sun, it Is said, dances on

D ispatches from Kazan, Tiflis, Sara- 
toff, C'ronstadt, 
Rostov-on-Don, Kl**ff, 
Tomsk and other cities say the w ork­ 
men observed 
the day as 
a holiday, 
that the shops were closed, and th a t 
quiet was not disturbed. 
In St. P etersbu rg the day was passed 
in almost perfect quiet without a drop 
of blood being shed. 
T he revolution­ 
aries found It Impossible 
to execute 
the program m e of dem onstrations and 
bomb throw ing which they so widely 
advertised, th e workingmen declining 
to sac rifice them selves to ad vance the 
propaganda 
of their 
self-constituted 
leaders, and the advertised m eetings 
were atten d ed chiefly 
by spectators. 
Governor General Trepoff handled the 
situation firmly, 
but w ith a view 
to 
avoiding collisions, and m ade his dis­ 
positions 
skilfully. 
Squads of 
Cos­ 
sacks patrolled the* 
streets, reserves 
were retaine d under arm s in th eir bar­ 
racks, but there was 
no occasion to 
call out either. 


T e n sio n in Industrial Quarters. 


All stree ts of the city and suburbs 
were perhaps less thronged than usual.

tension and

ter.:, w here workmen prom enaded un­ 
der the eyes of Cossacks with whips In 
their hands.

R ussians dislike 
physic a1 discomfort.

of “the Ja n u a ry m artyrs,” as the vic­ 
tims of “ Red 
Sunday” a re 
popularly 
called, had been advertised, a scanty 
crowd, largely composed of curiosity 
seekers, 
assembled. 
C ossacks 
dis­ 
persed the crowd, the m ore aggressive 
of whom sang 
the “ M arseillaise” as 
they were crossing the fields.

definam e wns 
met by a 
charge of 
Cossac ks, who used their w hips lreely, 
Inflicting m any painful injuries. T here 
was a sim ilar incident 
on Vassili is­ 
land, where a dozen stu d en ts, mainly

whips, seem ing to take special pleas­ 
ure In slushing the girl stu d en ts with

were anxious to pose as m arty rs and 
deliberately provoked a tta c k by sing­ 
ing revolutionary songs.

T he das wound up w ith a tumult in 
ono of the People’s parks where, while

Russian

Cossacks 
cam e up 
at a gallop, wielding

Tlie patriotic efforts of General liar 
see Purtei*, our retiring am bassador iii 
Paris, to find Ila* laxly of Admiral John 
Paul Jones, the father of the I ailed 
States navy, under the modern hid til­ 
ings which cover the site of the old 
P rotestan t cemetery in Paris, rf hero it 
has lain since 17'.»J, have been describ­ 
ed in the A m erican press. 
An autopsy 
afte r that length of time is so rare that 
the following report of I u\ Pnpillnut, 
assistant director of lilt* laboratory of 
anthropology at the Ecole des H autes 
Etudes, 
should 
prove interesting as 
well as curious, says the Paris corre­ 
spondent of the New York Post: 
“ My em inent colleague, Dr. Capitan, 
professor of anthropology, who m ade 
the exam ination of the corpse along 
with me, is more fam iliar than I with 
the excavations which have been m ade 
to find the collin of Admiral Jones. 
As 
a m em ber of the commission of old 
Paris 
he 
interested 
himself 
in 
the 
search m ade by M. Weiss, milling en­ 
gine*!’. 
I had to do ouly w ith the iden­ 
tification of the body a fte r the leaden 
coffin had been opened. 
The collin w as 
brought to tho medical faculty on the 
Uth of April. 
It had no inscription, but 
its 
fabrication 
show ed 
exceptional 
care. 
It exactly enveloped the shape 
of the body, outlining even the contour 
of the head. 
*• 
“ T he boily which w as found in this 
coffin w as wonderfully preserved, and 
it had most likely been plunged in al­ 
cohol. 
’lh** skin w as tanned, m um m i­ 
fied, but altogether intact. 
The only 
clothing was a line shirt. 
The body 
w as w*xlg**d into its leaden envelop 
w ith stra w and hay so tight th at to 
get it out of the coffin it was necessary 
to use pinchers. 
This m ust have been 
done to avoid injury from shaking in 
case it had been transported to A m eri­ 
ca. 
“To identify the body of Admiral 
Jones tw o kinds of docum ent^ had 
been place*! at our disposition—first, 
w ritten docum ents, am ong other details 
of his physique from memoirs of the 
tim e and inform ation concerning the 
disease of which he died; second, tw o 
b usts m ade by Die sculptor Houdon at 
different dates. 
“According to the w ritten documents, 
the adm iral died a t about the age of 
forty five. He had brow n hair and w as 
of a statu re of 1.70 meters. Tho e x a m ­ 
ination of th** teeth of the corpse, 
which, after being scraped and w ashed, 
appeared 
brow n 
w ith 
white 
lines, 
show ed a m an of ab ou t forty five. For 
the sta tu re I found 1.71 meters, which 
should not surprise, for a m an lying 
dow n lins alw ays one of tw o centim e­ 
ters m ore than w hen standing. 
“These first verifications w ere satis­ 
fying, but they w ere not sufficient. 
W ith the two busts of Houdon I w as 
able to obtain results far more precise 
an d interesting. One of these busts be­ 
longs to the M arquis de Biron. It is a 
rough cast, graceful and spirited, rep­ 
resenting rath er an elegant courtier 
than a m ariner of vaunted bravery. 
The other bust, the original of which is 
in Philadelphia, but which has a plas­ 
ter replica in the Trocadero museum, 
seem s to have been modeled more ex­ 
actly. 
In it I louden appears to have 
aimed chiefly ut the likeness. On this 
Lust w e took m easures and verified the 
morphological characters capable of d e­ 
term ining identity. 
The roots of the 
hair, shape of the eye socket, form of 
the forehead and root of the nose w ere 
Identical In the bust and In the corpse. 
P rofessor llerv e, who bellied in the op­ 
eration, even pointed out a particular 
disposition of the ear cartilages, In 
which tho corpse agreed w ith the bust 
“ B ut it w as the m easurem ent of the 
height of the face, of the m inimum 
frontal diam eter aud of the chin and 
the rest which astonished me by its 
coincidences. The agreem ent w as w ith ­ 
in one millimeter. 
Now, while artists 
alw ays take exact m easures, they have 
a tendency, often in order to em pha­ 
size some characteristic, to w ander tw o 
or three m illimeters from the real m eas­ 
ure. 
Thus Dalou, who w as a very ex­ 
a c t artist, m ade even im portant errors. 
Ile allowed m e to m easure some of his 
portraits and com pare them with the 
model. I verified th a t he m ade changes 
or exaggerations often on purpose, but 
sometimes lie did not notice. 
I have 
never verified in any modern a rtis t’s 
work so exact a relation betw een mod 
el and p ortrait as th at which I found 
between H oudon’s bust and the head 
of tile corpse I w as examining. 
“In my r**i>ort I have not absolutely 
asserted th a t this hotly is that of Ad 
ruirul Jones. 
But I believe that I have 
accum ulated proofs which render doubt 
very difficult. 
I ought to add th a t 
have compared the m easurem ents and 
characteristics 
verified 
In 
H oudon’s 
bust with those of 200 corpses which I 
have in my registers w ithout once find 
ing sim ilar details.”
